Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts (remarks, page 2, lines 13-15) 
that Shofner "does not disclose a closed circuit through which parameters of a drafting process are controled and optimized". 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. Shofner '145 discloses "a closed circuit (figs. 8 - 9), including cameras 130 and 132, illuminition 136 and 
138, controller 140 and processor 144" wherein the electronic machine control device uses the information from the electronic image 
evaluation processor received from the imaging device and sensor to monitor the level of undesirable entities on a continous basis in the 
gin or mill in order to optimally control them for the purpose of increasing accuracy and/or increasing the amount of information obtained, 
wherein the whole process is equivalent to optimization for the purpose of increasing the accuracy. 

Applicant asserts (remarks, page 3, lines 4 - 7) that "shofner do not control and optimize parameters of a drafting process, for example, 
"draft delivery speed and friction". 

Examiner agrees with applicant. However such features never claimed. 
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
